cioakings of partisans of the idea, a l ­

French inventors, and has stood ready 
(o carry forward tin* work when its 
practicability was assured, 
it may be 
added tha t France is the only foreign 
sea Bower interested iri the develop­ 
ment, and that there it has become a 
mania.

A n ot h e r V e s s e l .

by Congress ih March, 1XP3, and in 
18b5 the contract for the construction 
of her hull and machinery, at a cost of 
$150,000. was signed. 
Ov< r a year later 
the keel was laid, and since 
then her 
vicissitudes 
have been 
many. 
The 
work was so much interrupted, owing 
principally ot the difficulties enco unter­ 
ed with her electrical apparatus, that 
the Navy Department was 1< 1 to with 
hold further decisions upon the P lun ­ 
ger until more certain prospects of its 
success were made manifest. 
Indeed, 
within a few m onths the Secretary, in 
reply to invidious criticisms upon his 
failure to encourage the invention, e x ­ 
plained tha t no hostility ex isted to if 
a m o ng the 
naval officers; 
that 
ail 
charges of professional jealousy were 
puerile, and that the refusal to give of 
fieial recognition ot the idea was based 
solely upon certain questions that had 
arisen with the contractors and build­ 
ers of the idunger. 
T he acceptance, 
therefore, of 
the 
Holland, and the agreem ent reached as 
to future boats of the type, indicate a 
change of policy in the department. 
Inspired by this long delayed recogni 
tion. the 
contracting 
company 
will 
doubtless produce superior vessels, and 
should their sanguine 
prophecies bo 
realized, produce a type that will have 
a deflate war value.
